STATE TAX BOARD’S, OFFENSE. 


Unless the Senate intervenes to i it, the State Tax 
Commissioners will be legislated oft of office, with no 
provision for naming their suceessors, according to the 
news from Jefferson City. House sentiment is said to 
be strong for the board’s abolition. 

The offense of these commissioners is a very serious 
They have not merely sought revenue sufficient 
for Missouri’s pressing needs. They have done more. 
They have exposed the illegal methods of the State Board 
of Equalization. They have aimed at an impartial ap- 
plication of the tax laws. 

The success with which, as evidenced by the State 
Treasurer's books, they fought the tax: dodger during 
their brief term of office shows that evasion of just dues 
will be rendered increasingly difficult, if they are per- 
mitted to continue in office. 

They have caused assessments to be made as the law 
directs in a large area of Missouri. Unless speedily 
turned out they will soon have assessments on a lawful 
basis throughout the State. The cause of equal taxa- 
tion has made rapid progress under their supervision and 
leadership. To allow this cause to prevail will cost 
some men too much money. 

The large tax dodgers form a powerful element which 
is not averse to receiving assistance from a class of 
small tax dodgers. Up-State counties make tax dis- 
crimination in their favor at the expense of other units 
and counties a cond'tion of politicaltsupport. This sin- 


is one whose hostility is deadly. Out with the offend- 
ing commissioners who tried to enforce the law. Out 
with equal taxes. Welcome the return of tax favorit- 
ism, tax evasion, tax chaos! 

But with whatever apparent favoritism the support of 
the small taxpayer is purchased for the perpetuation of 
lawless, tax-dodging methods, he really suffers in the

and thousands. If the board is abolished, what is to 
follow?

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A DRY WORLD. 


As the Pilgrim Fathers, according to the late lamented 
Bill Nye, came to America to find a wider field for their 
intolerance, so, naturally, the prohibitionists aré branch- 
ing out into wider fields for their special brand of 
bigotry. 

Having conquered the great republic of America— 
the greatest democracy in the world—the prohibitionists 
have good reason for optimism. When the free men 
of America permit the “verboten” yoke to be placed on 
their necks, why should not nations which have just 
emerged from political i rialisms submit?

PUBLICITY WILL CONQUER. 


If ‘open covenants of peace, openly arrived at’ were 
not the very first of President Wilson’s 14 points, which 
all of the belligerents have accepted, there would be 
nothing strange in the adoption of the rule of secrecy 
by the supreme council of the peace congress. 

There has never been a peace in the past that was 
made in the open. And the United States has observed 
this customary obligation quite as consistently as have 
the Old World Powers. In the peace of Paris, in 1898, 
settling the war between the United States and Spain, 
for example, thé rule as to secrecy was agreed to and 
observed throughout. 

In the peace of Portsmouth between Japan and Rus- 
sia, in 1904, the suspected breach of the rule of secrecy 
by the Russian delegates almost threatened the success 
of the negotiations, owing to the resentment aroused 
among the Japanese representatives. Thus M. de Mar- 
tens, the distinguished Russian publicist, commenting 
on the matter, naively attempts to shift the blame to 
American newspaper men: 

Heretofore it has been an axiom in the diploe . 
matic world that absolute secrecy concerning tn 
proceedings of a conference is a sine qua non o, 
its success. Consequently, in all international cox 
resses the delegates of the various Governments 
represented agree to reveal nothing that trans- 
pires there. This rule was also observed on the 
opening day of the Portsmouth conference. In 
European countries the keeping of the promise is 
nearly always possible. In the United States the 
contrary is found to be true. It is an admitted fact 
that most of the secret negotiations of the confer- 


ence were revealed and immediately published by 
the American newspapers.

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THE POE ANNIVERSARY. 
ago 


NE hundred and ten years 
OC voass. in Boston, was born Ed- 

gar Allan Poe, perhaps the great- 
est and certainly the most pathetic fig- 
ure in_American literature. The hun- 
dredth anniversary of Poe's birth, 
which was observed in American lit- 
erary quarters in 1909, was so dwarfed 
by the Lincoln centennial celebration 
that many lovers of Poe were unaware 
that there was a celebration in mem- 
ory of their great idol. True, the liter- 
ary journals of 10 years ago all con- 
tained essays of more or less importance 
on Poe.and his work, yet the average 
American reader, who concerns him- 
self little with biographies or criti- 
cism, passed by the event without a 
pause in his daily grind. Since 1909, 
however, a number of new Poe verses 
have been discovered, some of which 
could scarcely bear the dignity of be- 
ing called poems; and in \addition cer- 
tain new facts concerning Poe and his 
writings have come to light; and sev- 
eral very important critical estimates 
of his genius have appeared, so that 
it seems appropriate, on this date, to 
recount briefly these recent acquisi- 
tions to our knowledge of the unfortu- 
nate author of “The Raven.” 

For many years it was thought that 
all documents relating to Poe had been 
carefully and exhaustively examined, 
but the discovery, several years ago, of 
the Ellis and Allan papers found in 
the Library of Congress by that emi- 
nent Poe authority, Mr. J. H. Whitty of 
Richmond, Va., have upset this opinion 
and the literary world has set about 
amending its estimation of Poe and his 
work. 

It was in the offices of the firm of 
Ellis and Allan, in Richmon , that Poe 
spent what must have been two very 
and narrow months of his 


in literature—dreams that were sadly 
at variance with the hopes and plans 
of his fosterfather, John Allan, partner 
in the firm, and a man of decidedly 
commercial instincts. 

The d@uments of this firm, which, 
prior to their discovery by Mr. Whitty, 
reposed contentedly, for many years, 
upon the shelves of the Library of 
Congress, comprise a collection of 
about 4§0 volumes and portfolios, con- 
taining the letters and accounts of the 
business from 1795 to 1889. By these 
papers much light is shed upon Poe's 
early career, the most puzzling period 
of his life. 

Among the letters found are two that 
indicate emphatically that young Ed- 
gar Poe was not so entirely abandoned 
by his kinsfolk, after his adoption by 
John Allan, as some of his biographers 
would have us believe. 

There is an interesting lefer to Poe 
from a friend, Edward G. Crump. It is 
dated March 25, 1827, and was evident- 
ly received by Ellis and Allan after 
Poe had left Richmond. On the re- 
verse side it is indorsed, “To E. A. Poe, 
alias Henri le Rennet.” It was not 
known, until this letter was discovered, 
that Poe had ever used such an alias as 
“Henri le Rennet.” 

Other papers indicate that Poe was 
18 years of age when he first offered his 
verses for publication. There are aiso 
documents which show the influence 
of Goldsmith upon the mind of the 
youthful poet. 

Among thé verses discovered in 
Washington by Mr. Whitty, and pub- 
lished in a new volume, “The C rm plete 
Voems of Edgar Allan Pog” (Hough- 


ton, Mifflin Co.), edited by him, are 
two of fair poetical proportions, though 
none of those found can even approach 
the standard of Poe's best work. These 
two poems are “Life’s Vital Stream” 
and “Stanzas.’’ The former contains 
the beginning of Poe's lifelong poetical 
wail of despair in the following lines: 
See, see, my soul, her agony! 

See how her eyeballs glare! 

Those shrieks, delightful harmony, 

Proclaim her deep despair. 

This “beautiful misery” is typically 
Poe. And in direct contrast are ame 
lines in ‘“‘Stanzas:’’ 

The fullness of a cultured mind. 

Stored with the wealth of bard and 

sage 
Which error’s glitter cannot blind, 

Lustrous in youth, undimmed in age. 

It js quite possible that the latter 
lines were written under the healthful 
influence of Goldsmith, and antedate 
“Life’s Vital Stream.” 

In addition to these remarkable finds 
by Mr. Whitty, which certainly stim- 
ulate the study of Poe, there have ap- 
peared, since 1909, two critical studies 
of him, by foreign authors, that cer- 
tainly deserve mention here, one a 
scintillating review, published in 1910, 
by that brilliant Englishman Arthur 
Ransome, that is probably the best yet 
written; and the other a short but ex- 
ceedingly sympathetic essay, published 
in 1916, by the celebrated German poet 
and critic, Hans Heinz Ewers. These 
two critics have struck high notes in 
their estimates of Poe. 

Ransome says: “In reading and re- 
reading his collected works I learned 
that, perfect as his best things are, 
he has another title to immortality. It 
became clear that Poe's brain was 
more stimulating than his art, and that 
the tales and poems by which he is 
known were but the by-products of an 
unconcluded search. Throughout Poe's 
life he sought a philosophy of beauty 
that should also be a philosophy of 
life. He did not find it, and the un- 
concluded nature of his search is it- 
self sufficient to explain his present 
Vitality. Seekers rather than finders 
stimulate the imagination.” 

And Ewers sums up his sympathetic 
study with this: “After a hundred 
years they will gather the _ rotting 
bones; they will erect a mighty monu- 
ment and write thereon—‘*The United 
States to its great Poet.’ 

“Let them keep the bones in Ameri- 
ca. We (in Europe) will lsten to the 
Poet's soul, which lives in the nightin-. 
gales’ throats in the Alhambra.” 

The meré mention of the national- 
ities of Ransome and Ewers is evidence 
that today Poe sways an _ infinitely 
greater and more ‘cosmopolitan audi- 
ence than he did 10 years ago, for these 
two criticisms are the most laudatory 
that have ever come out of the old 
world, with the possible exception of 
that by Baudelaire, who, many years 
ago, did in France, for Poe, what Ran- 
some in England and Ewers in Ger- 
many, have recently done. But France 
has long loved Poe, and her early ap- 
preciation ia a golden link in the chain 
of world circling fame. 

Thus Poe's horizon has broadened and 
he has become much more than ever a 
refining influence upon the literature of 
the world; thus does Poe, the immor- 
tal, on the one hundred and tenth an- 
niversary of his birth, gain the fame 
that should have been his when he was 
given the princely sum of $10 for the

WANTS NO MORE OF

Grants Extension Until Feb. 

and Gives Notice That 

He Expects Answer to Be 
Filed by That Date. 


In the United States District Court 
yesterday Judge Dyer accused the 
United Railways Co. of interposing 
unnnecessary delays in the hearing of 
the-receivership suit brought against 
the company by John W. Seaman of 
New York, a stockholder. He over- 
ruled the company’s motion to strike 
out certain portions of the petition. 

The motion was made by former 
Judge A. D. Nortoni of counsel for 
United Railways. Charles W. Bates 
appeared as attorney for Seaman. — 
Nortoni asked 
strike out of the petition all refer- 
ences to the mill tax litigation and 
to the indictment of Bruce Cameron, 
the company’s superintendent , of 
transportation, on a charge of caus- 
ing the theft of referendum petitions. 
He also asked that other parts of the 
petition be eliminated. 

Judge Dyer’s Remarks.. 

“Why. didn’t the defendants file

No mention of the recent deal be- 
tween Mayor Kiel and the company 
was made. 

Bates in his argument said the 
clauses in the petition as to the 
mill tax, the indictment of Cameron 
and the extravagance of the com- 
pany’s legal department were all 
material and that he expected to 
prove that a secret fund was set aside 
by the directors, without any ac- 
counting, to provide for “all these 
matters.”’ 

He said he also would show that 
the power contracts made by the 
company in 1908 and 1909 were con- 
tinuations of specific agreements 
complained of in the receivership pe- 
tition. 

At the completion of his argument 
Bates said he was willing to strike 
out certain parts of the petition so 
as to shorten it, but that he would 
not agree to strike out any material 
allegations. 

The United Railways Co. origin- 
ally hdd until Jan. 24 to file its an- 
swer. Nortoni today asked that this 
time be extended 20 days. Judge 
Dyer granted an extension to Feb. 3 
and said: ‘“I want you to answer on 
that day. I don’t want to hear any 
more motions.” 

Later a stipuluc.... was filed, strik- 
ing out certain allegations as to the 
capitalization and financing of the 
company and as to the conflicting 
rights of varive. .roups of stock- 
holders. It was said this did not 
materially alter the petition.

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Another reason for building the 
canal was this: Under the terms of 
the Louisiana purchase treaty, n° 
Private firms or individuals can have 
buildings on the river front. All the 
docks and wharves are owned by the 
State, and controlled by Port Com- 
missioners. This was a good thing, 
in many respects, and the commis- 
sioners have erected five miles of 
warehouse docks, many of which are 
of modern steel construction, and 
also a great grain elevator, with de- 
vices for pouring grein directly into 
the holds of ships, and for pumping 
it out. 

However, these puplic warehouse 
docks necessarily cannot provide the 
right _kind of storage room for all 
kinds@r merchandise. Silk cannot 
be kept in a place suitable for ba- 
nanas, just as flour might be dam- 
aged in a place that would be per- 
fect for keeping wagon wheels. So, 
many big firms, including some in St. 
Louis, if they are to doa big business 
by way of the river, want warehouses 
of their own at the harbor. In addi- 
tion, while the public dock facilities 
are aS complete as possible, it was 
necessary to construct them to han- 
dle average freight, and a crane that 
lifts rice from a steamer may not 
handle steel girders. Many concerns 


need particular kinds of dock ma-/j 


chinery. 
Sites for All on New Canal. 


But the industrial canal gets 
around all these difficulties. Any- 
body can lease a site on it for 99 
years, and put up anything he likes, 
from a peanut sheller to a shipyard. 

The canal, when completed, will 
be 150 feet wide at the bottom, and 
30 feet deep. The inner length of 
the lock is 600 feet. Thus, two ocean 
liners, 600 feet long, and drawing 30 
feet of water, can pass in the canal. 
Only three canals—Panama, Suez 
and Keil—can acommodate larger 
ships. 

Nor is this all. The public docks 
now ave served by a municipal belt 
railroad, and this is being extended 
to serve all the concerns that locate 
on the canal. It already is supply- 
ing the shipyards. In connection with 
the latter, the Government of France 
recognized the value of the location 
so early that it financed one of the 
shipyards, on condition that it build 
ships exclusively for France. 

All this illustrates the faith of the 
people of New. Orleans in the re- 
vival of river traffic—for whether 
the new facilities will be used de- 
pends largely upon the volume of 
traffic by way of the river. They 
believed it $12,000,000 worth. 

A nominal sum, sufficient for up- 
keep, is charged users of the public 
docks and the public railroad, and 
the commissioners say leases of sites 
on the canal will be proportionally 
reasonable, 


One difficulty met in constructing 
the canal was the fact that it cuts 
across the great tunnel which drains 
New Orleans. This was solved by 
tunneling under the canal and 
siphoning the drainage through. The 
siphon alone will cost $500,000. 

Launching basins, cut back from 
the sides of the canal, are being ex- 
cavated by the shipyards and are 
large enough for the launching of 
10,000-ton steamers. 

The Government is constructing 
three great commodity warehouses, 
at a total cost of about $10,000,009 
near the outlet of the canal into the 
river. 

It is proposed, in the future, to 
dredge out the channel where Lake 
Pontchartrain empties into the lake, 
thus making a short cut from New 
Orleans to the east side of the gulf. 
This would reduce the distance by 
100 miles.

Analysis of the Russian 


Constitution 


Committee Has 


Absol ute Power

F, as Gladstone once said, the Constitution of the United States is ‘‘the 
most wonderful work ever struck off at a given time by the brain and 
purpose of man,’’ by what superlatives may we describe the so-called Rus- 
sian Bolshevist Constitution of July 10, 1918? 
If this document had been wafted to us across infinite space from an- 
other planet, it would not more completely ignore the past or defy all human 
experience, nor be any the less novel and surprising. 
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This so-called constitution under- 
takes to establish the Russian Social- 
ist Federated Soviet Republic, as it 
is officially known. It embraces six 
main divisions, containing 90 sec- 
tions. The first and second divisions 
are devoted to declarations of the 
“Rights of the Laboring and Ex- 
ploited People;”’ the third division 
deals with the organization and 
structure of the Government; the 
fourth with suffrage and elections; 
the fifth with finances, and the sixth 
with the coat of arms and the flag, 
the former being a hammer and a 
golden scythe, placed crosswise, in a 
red field. 

The declaration of rights might be 
more properly characterized in our 
social and political philosophy as a 
declaration of wrongs. For example, 
at the very outset it is proclaimed 
that: 

For the purpose of realizing the 
socialization of land, all private 
property in land is abolished, and 
the entire land is declared to be 
national property and is to be ap- 
portioned among husbandmen, 
without any compensation to the 
former owners, in the measure of 
each one’s ability to till it. 

The fact that the Russian peasant 
has been enabled thug to procure 
land for his exclusive use, is said 
to satisfy practically his entire in- 
terest in the Government, and tc 
have become a‘source of strength to 
the Bolshevist rulers. -Coupled with 
the ousting of the former landowners 
the declaration proclaims all forests, 
treasures of the earth and streams, 
likewise to be socialized. As a coun- 
terpart to the agricultural program 
there is this pronouncement epito- 
mizing the industrial: 

As a first step towards com- 
plete transfer of ownership to the 
Soviet Republic of all factories, 
mills, mines, railways and other 
means of production and trans- 
portation, the Soviet law for thc 
control by workmen and the es- 
tablishment of the Supreme Soviet 
of National Economy is hereby 
confirmed, so as to assure the pow- 
er of the workers over the exploi- 
ters. 

All Loans Annulled. 

Then follows the.anulment of loans 
niade by the Government, by land- 
owners and others, and the confirma- 
ticn of the transfer of all banks into 
the ownership of the workers’ and 
peasants’ Government, ‘“‘as one of 
the conditions of the liberation of 
the toiling masses from the yoke of 
cupital.””. Universal obligation to 
work is then proclaimed, followed hy 
this ominous regulation: 

For the purpose of securing the 


working class in the possession of 
the complete power, and in orde 
to eliminate all possibility of re- 
storing the power of the _ exploi- 
cers, it is decreed that all toilers 
be armed, and that a Socialist red 
army be organized, and the prop- 
ertied class be disarmed. 

Apparently every rerson having 
any property falls under this ban; 
and even after he has been dispoiled 
and is made an enforced toiler, he is 
denied the right of participation in 
the so-called government. 

Church and state are declared to'| 
be separated and “the right of reli- | 
gious or anti-religious propaganda 
is accorded to every citizen.’ Free- 
dom of press is proclaimed not only 
as an abstract right but all of the 
means for its exercise are freely of- 
fered, so that he who runs may write. 
Thus: 


For the purpose of securing 
freedom of expression to the toil- 
ing masses, the Russian Socialist 
Federated Soviet Republic abol- 
ishes all dependence of the press 
upon capital, and turns over to 
the working people and the poor- 
est peasantry all technical and 
material means of publication of 
newspapers, pamphlets, books, etc., 
and guarantees their free circula- 
tion throughout the country. 

The same solicitous care is evinced 
toward freedom of speech and the 
right to assemble, so that a man with 
an idea and an jrrepressibie desire 
to express it, need not even hire a 
hall: 

For the purpose of enabling the 
workers to hold free meetings, the 
Russian Socialist Federated Soviet 
Republic offers to the working 
class and to the poorest peasantry 
furnished halls and takes care of 
their heating and lighting appli- 
ances. | 

The government likewise guaran- | 
tees to the workers real to | 
knowledge and sets itself the task of | 
furnishing free education. Finally, | 
universal military service is declared | 
to be a necessary institution in the) 
country, for the purpose of preserv- | 
ing the victory of socialistic frater- | 
nalism over capitalism and imperial- | 
ism. . 

Proposed Political Structure.

The All-Russian Congress is em- 
create an All-Russian 
Executive Committee, into 
the hands of which all power would 
tend naturally to gravitate. Its 
membership shall not exceed 200, al- 
though no minimum is fixed, and in 
it lies the authority to convoke its 
creator, the All-Russian Congress. 
It is responsible to the Congress on- 
ly, and is described as “the supreme 
legislative, executive and controlling 
organ of the Russian Socialist Fed- 
erated Soviet Republic.” “The All- 
Russian Congress of Soviets is con- 
voked twice a year,’’ says one of the 
sections. It does not appear to be 
mandatory, however. 

The All-Russian Central Executive 
Committee bears a strong resem- 
blance to the Committee on Public 
Safety of the French, after the exe- 
cution of Louis XVI. That commit- 
tee, it will be recalled, was chosen 
by the national convention, for a 
term of one month, but it became 
practically omnipotent, holding its 
creator, the convention, in stern sub- 
jection and practicing a _ ruthless 
tyranny over the people, which, like 
the Bolshevists, had just issued a 
stirring declaration of their own 
rights and liberties. 

In the Bolshevist constitution suf- 
frage is granted to all citizens of 
both sexes who have attained their 
eighteenth year, except to the fol- 
lowing: Those who employ labor to 
increase profits; those who have an 
income without working; merchants, 
trade and commercial brokers, the 
clergy, and persons formerly in the 
Czar’s police and secret service. 

“The highest authority,’’ however, 
“in relation to questions of elections 
is the All-Russian Central Executive 
Committee.”” In the hands of this 
committee is also the taxing power. 

No Safeguards Against Tyranny. 

Nowhere in the s9-called Russian 
Constitution do there appear any of 
the safeguards upon which the En-¢ 
glish-speaking peoples are accus- 
tomed to rely as a protection against 
tyranny. There is no separation of 
powers, executive, legislative and ju- 
dicial, as with us; there is no judicial 
system even hinted at; there is no 
provision comparable to the writ of 
liaabeas corpus to give any assur- 
ance that a: man, clapped in jail, 
may not languish there for years 
without trial; there is no provision 


| 


of one’s neighbors: there is no rro- 
Vision against the quartering of sul- 
diers in private homes, nor any sup- 
ordination of the military to the civil 
} ower; there is no protection against | 
searches and seizures, excessive or 
any other kind of bail, or against | 
cruel and unusual punishments. In) 
tact, in their eagerness to acquire by | 
a summary proceedure the property | 
of others the Bolshevists appear ww) 
have lost sight of the pre-eminently | 
essential rights to life and liberty. 

The Bolshevist Constitution is 
particularly incomprehensible to us| 
since the fundamental idea of con-| 
stitution-building of the English- | 
speaking peoples, as evidenced maven | 
the English and American revolu- 
tions, has been to put into the struc- 
ture only those materials which have 
been thoroughly seasoned by time. 
The suggestion conveyed in Glad- 
stone’s description of our Constitu- 
tion, that it was “struck off at a} 
given time’ obscures the fact that it| 
was the embodiment of our experi- 
ence, running back a thousand years, 
and was not a newly created collec- 
tion of experiments. As James Rus- 
sell Lowell observed of our Consti- 
tution-builders: 


They had a profound disbelief 
in theory and knew better than 
to commit the folly of breaking 
with the past. They were not 
seduced by the French fallacy that 
a new system of government could 
be ordered like a new suit of 
clothes. They would as soon have 
thought of ordering a suit of flesh 
and skin. It is only on the roar- 
ing loom of time that the stuff is 
woven far such a vesture of their 
thoughts and experience as they 
were meditating. 

The Bolshevist Tailors. 

Not so with the Bolshevists. Their | 
Constitution was ordered and sewed 
together, without any loss of time 
as soon as the overthrow of the| 
Czaristic Government had left them | 
politically naked. And ‘the tailors, | 
coming from New York’s East Side. | 
bused such swatches of Marxism and | 
of their radical philosophy as they 
possessed. 

One may wonder why these Itus- 
sian exiles, returning from the | 
United States, and’ playing such a 
large part in the reconstruction, did 
‘not transplant our own form of Gov- 
ernment and its principles in Mus- 
covite soil. There are probably sev-

Then, too, the spirit of the An- 
glo-Saxon political system is almost 
incomprehensible to other peoples. 
Evolved of slow growth in the cus- 
toms and usages of a free people, 
much of it unwritten but in the blood, 
it requires to be not only dnderstood, 
but absorbed into the being. It is 
this elusive character of the system 
which influenced the Japanese, upon 
adopting consti®ational government, 
to reject the English and to take 
over bodily the whole written system 
of the Germans, which they could 
understand. The principal distinc- 
tion between the two systems is, of 
course, that between limited and un- 
limited government, or between a 
Government which is the creature 
and a Government which is the cre- 
ator, of law. 

Knowing in our experience that 
the tendency of government its al- 
ways to gain, never to yield, ground, 
we have ever striven to keep it in 
subjection to law through definite 
limitations upon its powers; and, in 
our philosophy, the Bolshevists, hav- 
ing clothed their Central Executive 
Committee with absolute and un- 
limited power, has merely substituted 
a multiple for a single tyrant.

MEALS” ON AIR COUPOKS 


Story of Propaganda Tickéts 
Dropped From Air Says En- 
glishmen “Kept Their Word,”

LONDON, Jan. 17.—A story of 
propaganda that proved a boomerang 
has reached London from France, In 
the closing stages of the war when 
the Germans were surrendering in 
large numbers, a British intelligence 
officer was greeted by a group of 
prisoners with cries of “Hot meal! 
Hot meal!” ’ 

The officer showed surprise, byt 
the Germans continued to  shont, 
“Hot meal!" and rub their stomachs. 

“Nothing doing in hot meals,” the 
officer replied. 

Thereupon the Germans pulled out 
hidden leaflets from their clothes, 
and cried, “Ticket for hot meal— 
ticket!”’ 

The leaflets, apparently distribut- 
ed from the air, informed Fritz that 
if he came in and surrendered he 
would get'a hot meal. 

In brief military language 
British officer told the Germans that 
he knew nothing of the origin of the 
leaflets and that there must be a 
mistake, but the Germans came back 
with: 

“Englishmen always keep their 
word. Hot meal!~ Coupon for hot 
meal!”’

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 18.—A. 
L. Harty, State Superintendent af In- 


the office of State Fire Marshal, to 
Getect arson cases. Incidentally the 
proposed bill increases the salary of 
the superintendent from $3000 to 
$6000 a year. 

The effort this year will be the 
third attempt to provide for a Fire 
Marshal in Missouri, the others, two 
and four years .ago, having failed to 
pass more than one branch of the 
Legislature. Harty has compiled 


‘Statistics showing that in 1917 the fire 


loss in Missouri was more than $7,- 
500,000, and that a considerable part 
of this loss was due to fires which 
were of suspected or proven incen- 
diary origin. 

It is hés contention that, through 
the activity of a properly organized 
force under a State Fire Marshal,

Salary Increase Provision. 

Under his bill the State Insurance 
Superintendent is ex-officio State 
Fire Marshal at a salary of $3000 a 
year, in addition to his duties and 
present salary of $3000 a year as 
insurance superintendent. He would 
appoint a Chief Deputy Fire Mar- 
shal at $3000 a year, and such other 
deputies as he might deem necessary 
at such ‘“‘reasonable”’ salaries as he 
might fix. 

In addition, all municipal fire mar- 
shals, and chiefs of fire departments, 
would be special assistants to the 
State Fire Marshal without pay, and 
in cities, towns and viliages which 
had no fire marshals or fire depart- 
ments, the town marshal would be 
such assistant. Assistants who receive 
no compensation from their regular 
officidl positions would be paid 50 
cents for éach fire they reported 
properly to the State department, 
and 15 cents per mile for each mile 
traveled to and from the fire. 

The State Fire Marshal is charge4d 
with the duty of enforcing all laws 
and ordinances of cities and of the 
State relating to the prevention of 
fires, the storage, sale or use of com- 
bustible materials and explosives, the 
construction and maintenance of fire 
alarm systems and fire extinguishing 
equipment, the construction and 
regultaion of fire escapes, the sup- 
pression of arson and the investiga- 
tion of the cause, origin and circum- 
stances of fires, and the means and 
adequacy of exits from factories, asy- 
lums, hospitals, churches, schools, 
halls, theaters and all other places in 
which persons gatner in numbers. 

He is empowered to enter any 
premises for purposes of inspection, 
and may order’ combustible or in- 
flammable materials or refuse re- 
moved. Failure to obey his orders 
in these respects or as to other pre- 
cautionary measures, subjects the 
owner or occupant of the premises 
to a penalty of from $10 to $50 a day 
for each day’s refusal to comply. The 
owner or occupant, however, has the 
right of appeal from the deputy fire 
marshal to the State Fire Marshal, 
and from him to the Circuit Court.

_ a Tribute to Clemenceau 


PARIS, Jan. 18. 

OLLOWING is the address 

F President Wilson at the 

opening session of the 
peace conference: 

“Mr. Chairman: It gives me 
great pleasure to propose as per- 
manent chairman of the confer- 
ence, Mr. Clemenceau, the prest- 
dent of the council. 

‘I would do this as a matter of 
custom. I would do this as a 
tribute to the French republic. 
But I wish to do it as something 
more than that. I wish to do it 
as a tribute to the man. 

‘France deserves the ine 
ence not only because we are 
meeting at her capital and be- 


- cause she has undergone some of 


the most tragical suffering of the 
war, but also because her capital, 
her ancient and beautiful capital 
has so often been the center of 
conferences of this sort, on which 
the fortunes of large parts of the 
world turned.

Lloyd George's 
in Praise 


OLLOWING is the address 
F the British Prime Minis- 

ister at the opening session 
of the peace conference. Mr.

I count it not merely a pleas- 
ure but a great privilege that I 
should be expected on behalf of 
the British Empire delegates to 
support the motion of President 
Wilson. I do so for this reason, 
which he has so eloquently given 
expression to, as a tribute to the 
man.

PARIS, Jan. 18.—The peace ‘con- 


gress was opened this afternoon in 
the great Salle de la Paix in the 
Foreign Office. The proceedings, 
which were confined to the election 
of Georges Clemenceau, the French’ 
Premier, as permanent chairman of 
the conference, an address of wel- 
come by the President of the French 
republic, Raymond Poincare, and 
speeches by President Wilson, Pre- 
mier Lloyd George and Baron Son- 
nino were characterized by expres- 
sions of lasting friendship and the 
apparent determination of the repte- 


sentatives of the various nations to 
come to an amicable understanding 
with respect to the problems to be 
decided by the conference. 

When Poincare spoke 
the entire assembly stood and the 
fact that, according to custom, no 
applause greeted his utteratice, cave 
greater solemnity to the scene. 

Three General Subjects. 

M. Clemenceau’s acceptance of the 
presidency of the Congress wag both. 
a feeling expression of personal grat- 
itude and a definite outline of thy 
great questions immeditaely ahead. 
Three of these larger general sub- 
jects he defined as responsibility for 
the war, responsibility for crimes 
during the war and international la- 
bor legislation. The league of na- 
tions, he declared, was at the head of 
the program for the next full session. 

“Our ambition is a great and noble 
one,” said M, Clemenceau. “We wish . 
to avoid a repetition of the catasé 
trophe which bathed the world in 
blood. If the league of na is to 
be practicable we must all remain 
united. Let us carry out our pro- 
gram quickly and in an effective 
manner.’ 

Referring to the authors of the 
war he said he had consulted two 
eminent jurists on the penal respon- 
sibility of the former German Empe- 
ror, and that each delegate would 
receive a copy of that report. 

In all, 72 seats were provided for 
the opening session of the peace 
conference. On the outer side of the. 
great horseshoe were arranged tho 
Japanese, the British and Colonial 
delegates and the scat of the fifth 
British delegate. A chair for the 
fifth American delegate also was re- 
served immediately to the right of 
the table of honor. 

The Italian, Belgian, Brazilian, 
Cuban, Haltian, Peruvian, Portu- 
guese, Serbian, Czecho-Siovakian and 
Uruguayan delegates sat in order 
named. Across at the left wing of 
the table sat the Siamese, Ruma- 
nian, Polish, Liberian, Hedjaz, Gua- 
temalan, Ecuadorian, Chinese and 
Bolivian delegations. ve 


Delegations Arrive Earty. 

The delegations began to arrive at 
the foreign office soon after 2 o'clock. 
The first to arrive w the represen - 
tatives of Japan, India and Ching in 
the order named.

Hu- 
manity can place confidence in you 
because you are not among those 
who have outraged the rights of 
humanity. 

“There is no need of further in- 
formation or of special inquiries 
into the origin of the drama which 
has just shaken the’ world. The 
truth, bated in blood, has already 
escaped from the imperial archives. 
The premeditated character of the 
trap is today clearly proved. 

Abominable Pretexts. 

“In the hope of conquering first 
the hegemony of Europe and next 
the mastery of the world, the Cen- 
tral Empires, bound together by a 
secret plot, found the most abom- 
inable of pretexts for trying to 
crush Serbia and force their way to 
the East. At the same time they 
disowned the most solemn under- 
takings in order to crush Belgium 
and force their way into the heart 
of France.

“Rumania resolved to fight only 
to realize that national unity which 
was opposed by the same powers 
of arbitrary force. Abandoned, 
betrayed and strangled, she had 
to submission to an abominable 
treaty, the revision of which you 
will enact. 

“Greece, whom the enemy for 
many months tried to turn from 
her traditions and destinies, raised 
an army only to escape attempts 
at domination of which Bhe felt 
the growing threat. 

“Portugal, China and Siam 
abandoned neutrality only to es- 
cape the strangling pressure of the 
Central Powers. 

“Thus, it was the extent of Ger- 
man ambitions that brought so 
many peoples, great and small, to 
align themselves against the same 
adversary. 

United States Enters. 

“And what shall I say of the 
solemn resolutions taken by the 
United States in the spring of 1917, 
under the auspices of its illustrious 
President, Mr. Wilson, whom I am 
happy to greet here in the name of 
grateful France and, if you will 


‘allow me to say so, genetlemen, in 


the name of all the nations repre- 
sented in this room. 

‘What shall I say of the many 
other American powers which 
either declared themselves against 
Germany—Brazil, Cuba, Panama, 
Guatemala, Nicaragua, Haiti, Hon- 
duras—or at least broke off diplo- 
matic rejations—Bolivia, Peru, 
Ecuador, Uruguay.

PRESIDENT POINCARBE’S speech in opening the peace: .conference this afternoon follows: 


encourage crime through leaving it 
unpunished. 

‘What justice also dernands, in- 
spired by the same feeling, is the 
punshment of the guilty and effec- 
tive guarantees against an active 
return of the spirit by which they 
are prompted and it is logical to 
demand that these guarantees 
should be given,-above all, to the 
nations that have been and might 
again be most exposed to aggres- 
sion, or threat to those who have 
many times stood in danger of be- 
ing; submerged by the periodic tide 
of the same juvusion. 

“Interpret People’s Thoughts.” 

“What justice banishes is the 
dream of conquest and imperia!l- 
ism, contempt for national will, the 
arbitrary exchange of provinces be- 
tween states, as though peoples 
were but articles of furniture or 
pawns in a game. The time is no 
more when diplomatists could meet 
to redraw with authority the map 
of the empires on the corner of a 
table. If you are to make the map 
of the world it is in the name of 
the peoples and one condition is 
that you shall faithfully interpret 
their thoughts and respect the 
right of nations, smail and great, 
to dispose of themselves and to 
reconcile with these the equally 
sacred right of ethical and religi- 
ous minorities—a formidable task 
which science and history, your 
two advisers, will contribute to as- 
sist and facilitate. 

“You will naturally strive to se- 
cure the material and moral 
means of subsistence for all those 
people who are constituted or re- 
constituted into states, for those 
who wish to unite themselves to 
their neighbors, for those who di- 
vide themselves into separate 
units, for those who reorganize 
themselves, for those who divide 
themselves according to their re- 
gained traditions, and lastly for all 
those whose freedom you have al- 
ready sanctioned or are about to 
sanction. You will not call them 
into existence to sentence them to 
death immediately because you 
would like your work in this, as 
in all other matters, to be fruitful 
and lasting. 

“Establish League of Nations.” 

“While introducing into the 
world as much harmony as possi- 
ble you will, in conformity with 
the fourteenth of the propositions 
unanimously adopted by the great 
allied Powers, establish a general 
league of nations which will be 
the supreme guarantee against 
any fresh assault upon the right 
of peoples. You do not intend this 
international association to be di- 
rected against anybody in the fu- 
ture. It will not of set purpose 
shut out anybody, but having been 
organized by the nations that 
have, sacrificed themselves in the 
defense of right, it will réceive 
from them its statutes and funda- 
mental rules. 


“It will lay down conditions 
concerning present or future ad- 
herence and so as to have for its 
essential aim the prevention as far 
as possible of renewals of wars it 
‘will, above all, seek to gain respect 
for the peace which you will have 
established and will find-it the less 
difficult to maintain proportion 
as this peace will in Ytself imply 
the greater realities of 4ustice and 
safer guarantees of stability. 


“By establishing this new order 
of things you, will meet the aspira- 
tions of humanity, which, after 
the frightful convulsions of the 
blood-stained years, ardently 
wishes to feel itseif protected by a 
union of free people against the 
ever possible revival of primitive 
savagery. An immortal glory will 
attach to the names of the nations 
and the men who have desired to 
co-operate inthis grand work in 
faith and brotherhood and who 
have taken the pains to eliminate 
from the future peace causes of 
disturbance «u..u instability. 


“This very day 48 years ago— 
on the eighteenth of January, 1871 
—the German empire was pro- 
claimed by an army of invasion in 
the chateau at Versailles. It was 
consecrated by the theft of two 
French provinces.’ It was thus a 
violation from its origin, and, by 
the fault of its founders, it was 
born in injustice. It has ended 
in oblivion. 


“You are assembled in order to 
repair the evil that has been done 
and to prevent a recurrence of it.

GERMAN MISSION 
TO OPPOSE GOING 
BEYOND 14 POINTS 


Prett.—The German 
Government, according to a dispatch 
from Berlin, has appointed Count 
von Brockdorff-Rantzau, the For- 
eign Minister, and Philip Scheide- 
mann as the heads of the German 
delegation to the peace conference. 
The Government has drawn up lines 
of policy which the German delega- 
tion “must follow.” 

The German delegation, the dis- 
patch says, will oppose the demands 
of the allies which go beyond the 
rrogram outlined by President Wil- 
son. The delegation will seek the 
immediate suspension of all ecqnomic 
measures against Germany. ae 

The German Government, accord- 
ing to the dispatch, will declare 
through its delegates its readiness in 
common with other states to disarm 
on land and sea and in theair. Ger- 
many, it is declared, already has rea- 
ized. the greater part of her disarm- 
ament under the terms of the armis- 
tice, and it is claimed that this fact 
‘renders unjustifiable the retention of 
her men as prisoners by the allies. 

The Berlin dispatch further says 
that Germany will demand the re- 
turn of her colonies. Germany, it 
adds, will recognize the principle of 
the right of self-determination 
which should be applied to Germany 
as it was before the war, especially 
as regards Alsace-Lorraine. The 
German delegates will support tho 
creation of a League of Nations in 
accordance with the proposals of 
President Wilson.

agreement entered into by the 

Mayor, the City Counselor and 
the attorneys of the United Rail- 
ways company is a maneuver of 
extraordinary boldness. Its sin- 
ister meaning is not at first ap- 
parent to the average citizen, who, 
bsuy with his own affairs, does 


not take the time to analyze its 
effect. Instinctively feeling that 
the Mayor, as the head of the city, 
is there to safeguard the city’s in- 
terest, he accepts at their face 
value the explanations offered by 
the Mayor and these explanations 
have a surprising plausibility. The 
facts in the matter are that the 
city’s interests have not been safe- 
guarded. The compromise agree- 
ment is not a compromise in the 
implied meaning of that term. The 
United Railways Co. has conceded 
nothing whatsoever. The city has 
conceded everything and a prin- 
ciple of negotiation has ben intro- 
duced which, if it has legal stand- 
ing, is an imminent menace to 
every property right which theveity 
possesses. The whole transaction 
raises an issue which must be 
clearly met by the citizens of St. 
Louis. It is an open challenge to 
those who believe in the defense 
of public rights as opposed to pri- 
vate interests. It in reality brings 
about a crisis in the affairs of the 
city. In order to clearly compre- 
hend the one-sidedness of the ar- 
rangement, it is only necessary to 
look through the explanations of 
the Mayor and the City Counselor, 
which, although at first view they 
take the color of plausibility, in 
reality do not stand investigation. 
Everything Conceded for Nothing. 

In the first place, it is claimed 
that mutual concessions were 
made. Asa matter of fact no con- 
cession whatever was mad by the 
United Railways Co. The mill tax 
was no longer a matter of con- 
troversy and compromise. The 
right of the city to levy and collect 
this tax was a right which had 
been adjudged and settled by the 
highest court of the land. The 
entire amount of the debt was im- 
mediately due and payable. An 
administration looking out for the 
welfare of t ty could have, 
and would have bywigorous action, 
long since have ‘dread the pay- 
ment of this debt. In agreeing 
to pay this debt, the obligation of 
which was clearly established, the 
United Railways Co. made no con- 
cession whatever, but, on the con- 
trary, in this very agreement itself, 
the city made a tremendous con- 
cession in permitting the payments 
to be distributed over a period of 
10 years. 


The Mayor claims to have been 
serving the city’s interests in avoid- 
ine a receivership for the United 
Railways Co. The fact in the mat- 
ter is he is working distinctly con- 
trary to the city’s interests in 
avoiding such a receivership. The 
public has by clever cabal and ar- 
gument been led to believe that a 
receivership would mean that the 
service of the United Railways Co. 
would be stopped. This, of course, 
is not the case. A receivership is 
«n expedient which has been de- 
vised for the handling of the dif- 
ficulties of public and semi-pub- 
lic enterprises in order that their 
public services mgy not be inter- 
rupted. There will be no cessa- 
tion of the operation of the street 
cars of the United Railways Co. 
if that company, or when that 
company is forced into the hands 
of a receiver, but, on the contra- 
ry, the probability is that such a 
receivership would immediately re- 
sult in an improvement of the serv- 
ice. 

Receivership Is Imperative. 


On the other hand, the city will 
never bé relieved of the problems 
of its street car service until the 
company has first gone through a 
receiver’s hands. The over-capi- 
talization of the company is noto- 
rious. With an actual valuation 
liberally estimated to be less than 
$40,000,000, its total capital is- 
Sues, bonds and stocks, are in ex- 
cess of $95,000,000. The contin- 
ued effort to realize upon this 
$5.000,000 of fictitious assets, thar 
is to pay dividends upon what does 
not exist, will always make it im- 
p ssible for the company to ren- 
fer to the city adequate service 
nt a@ reasonable fare. Moreover, 
th? extraordinary legal and politi- 
cal activity in which the company 
itself must continually engage in 
its endeavor to maintain contro! 
over the legislative and adminis- 
trative affairs of the city, and de- 
lay or avoid the payment of its just 
obligations, in the aggregate, rep- 
tesents a tremendous annual ex- 
penditure which must also be ta- 
ken out of the service or added 
to the fare. 

The city will never be relieved 
of its street car problems so long 
as a group of influential men in 
the city are interested in realizing 
this $55,000,000 of excess capitall- 
zation and continue their political 
and legal activity in order to ac- 
complish this end. The solution of 
the problem can best be acom- 
plished by forcing tha company 
into a receivership through which 
a reorganization of the company 
could be effected, the water in the 
stock eliminated, and a system of 
management and operation esfab- 
lished whose purposes would be to 
render service to the city for a rea- 
aonable compensation instead of 
having, as at present, a2 manage- 
ment which has interests directly 


to 
avoiding a reeeivership, the Mayor 
and hig fellow officials were not 
securing a concession for the city, 
but, on the contrary, were making 
a tremendous concession by the 
city and working directly contrary 
to the city’s interests. 

City’s Rights Contracted Away. 

It can be clearly seen, therefore, 
that no concessions whatever have 
been made by the United Railways 
Co., but, on the contrary, even in 
the two cases where it is claimed 
the company has mado conces- 
sions, the exact opposite of the 
case is true, and concessions of 
enormous value have been made 
by the city. 

In addition to these, still further 
and vastly graver concessions have 
been made by the Mayor and the 
City Counselor in contracting, or 
attempting to contract, away the 
city’s rights. The case contesting 
the validity of the Jefferson avenue 
franchise, unlike the mill tax case 
for which it was exchanged, is a 
pending piece of litigation in the 
Missouri Supreme Court. Exam- 
ination of the franchise would 
show anyone that the city has a 
most excellent opportunity to win 
the contest. The higher courts 
have consistently upheld the view 
that no powers are granted in 
franchises unless they are explicit- 
ly, clearly and unequivocally set 
forth. Doubt is fatal to any public 
grant, and the vagueness and un- 
certainty of the 1899.grant as far 
as the Jefferson avenue and other 
lines are concerned raises very 
strong doubt in that case. The City 
Counselor should have contested 
this question and not dropped it as 
he did. 

Thus by agreement, the Mayor 
and the City Counselor have by 
contract given, or attempted to 
give, to the United Railways Co. 
franchise to operate street cars 
over the streets of the city of St. 
‘Louis, such franchises to extend 
for a period of 20 years. 


Nothing Secured in Return. 


Ordinarily, in granting fran- 
chises to a corporation a municl- 
pality will exact obligations in turn 
from that corporation. If the city 
grants to the corporation the right 
to operate street cars upon the 
streets which belong to the city, 
the city in-turn ordinarily requires 
certain pledges from the company 
as to the character of service 
which will be rendered, and when 
such franchises are given by ordi- 
nance, the ordinance will contain 
the rules, regulations and condi- 
tions which are laid down and 
which must be lived up to by the 
company ,in the fulfillment of its 
obligations. In this contractural 
agreement between the Mayor and 
the City Counselor, on one hand, 
and the attorneys of the United 
Railways on the other, the city has 
made the great concession of 
granting to the company the right 
to use its streets for a period of 
20 years and in turn has imposed 
no cenditions whatsoever with reé- 
gard to such uses. Not only is 
there no_ binding provision by 
which the city can control the 
character and the extent of the 
service to be rendered by the com- 
pany, but through the device of 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion the company is in a position 
to secure an increase of fares ev- 
ery time it can allege some plausi- 
ble and specious ground for so-do- 
ing. For instance, scarcely has the 
agreement between the Mayor, the 
City Counselor and the United 
Railways been published than the 
president of the United Railways, 
Mr. McCulloch, hastens to appear 
with a public statement advocating 
an immediate increase of fares to 
7 cents; showing that the whole 
design of the company is to make 
the people pay the mill tax by in- 
creasing the cost to them of their 
street car service 


A Menace to Public Interest. 


This whole proceeding of dis- 
posal of the city’s property, or 
the city’s equities, or the city’s 
franchises, through the medium of 
a compromise agreement between 
individuals, involves a question, 
the gravity of which cannot be 
overestimated or overstated. If 
such an act should prove to have 
standing in law and equity, then 


there is no right which the city 


posssesses and no property which 
it owns which are not thereby im- 
mediately placed in-the greatest 
jeopardy. If the citizens of the 
city have no redress from an arbi- 
trary action such as has been 
taken by the Mayor and the City 
Counselor, then the Mayor and the 
City Counselor could, with equal 
facility, make way with every 
right and every item of property 
which the city possesses. 

All that would be necessary 
would be an agreement between 
those who desire to possess the 
property, on the one hand, and 
the Mayor and the City Counselor, 
on the other. The complicated 
process which in the past genera- 
tion was so universally employed 
by public service corporations of 
bribing Municipal Assemblies, City 
Council, ete., would be rendered 
entirely unnecessary. All that 
would be required would be for 
those who desire the property to 
first take it, either by force or 
otherwise; next, have the city, 
through its Counselor, bring suit 
to recover the property; next, raise 
some alleged point of concession 
by those in possession of the prop- 
erty and then have the matter 
compromised by the Mayor and the 
City Counselor and the suit for 
reeavert dismissed. Such « nen. 


Text of the Civic League Report, Urging the 
Recall of Mayor Kiel and Revision of U. R. Deal 


Following is the text of the Civic League’s Report on the mill tax settlement agreement in 
which the recall of Mayor Kiel is recommended; the revision of the agreement Is urged:

It 
is clearly and manifestly opposite 
to the public welfare. 

If City Were Private Corporation. 

In private matters, should a rep- 
resentative or intrusted agent or 
official of a private corporation 
thus make way with that cor- 
poration’s private property fraud 
proceedings would be immediate- 
ly instituted and the property re- 
covered. It is an obligation im- 
posed upon the citizens of St. 
Louis to clearly establish whether 
their public rights are inferior to 
private rights; to determine defi- 
nitely ‘whether or not fraud has 
been committed in making way 
with the public's property and in- 
terests, for if they do not at pres- 
ent have any safeguard against 
this absurdly simple method un- 
der which grand larceny might be 
safely committed, then it is im- 
perative that new legislation be im- 
mediately enacted to safeguard 
the public interests against depre- 
dations of this character. 

This incident also brings clearly 
to the surface a subject which has 
been discussed under cover in 
many quartérs throughout the city 
for a gonsiderable length of time, 
and that subject is the political 
and legal | activity of the United 
Railways *co. It is a matter of 
public comment by many 
more or less intimately acquainted 


with political affairs in the city, | 


that no one can be elected to any 
important office in the city unless 
he receives the approval of the 
United Railways Co. It is widely 
believed that the United Railways 
Co: is an active, powerful and even 
predominant political influence it 
the city. Public opinion generally 
has accepted it as a probability 
that the corporation is aligned 
with the political machine (either 
directly or indirectly) contributes 
to the machine and helps perfect 
and perpetuate the machine. 


Whom Does the Mayor Represent? 


If that which public sentiment 
accepts as a probability is a reality 
in fact, then there is raised imme- 
diately the question—Does the 
Mayoxw represent the city or the 
United Railways Co.? In his act 
in entering into this agreement 
with the United Railways Co., it is 
clear that he altogether failed to 
safeguard the city’s interest, while, 
on the other hand, it is equally 
clear he has made concessions of 
extraordinary value to the United 
Railways Co. By alt ethical stand- 
ards an agent who has been se- 
lected to represent an institution is 
morally obligated to conserve the 
interests of that institution. In 
the agreement which he has en- 
tered into between the city and the 
United Railways, the Mayor has 
conserved the interests only of the 
United Railways Co. The inference 
seems quite clear, therefore, that if 
his act is prompted by any ethical 
standard, he feels that he is there 
to répresent the United Railways 
Co. instead of to represent the 
city. 

In such a case as this the city 
may have two methods of re- 

ourse; one is legal, the other is 
political. The legal. method at 
present is not clearly indicated. 
This maneuver of those conserving 
the interests of the United Rail- 
ways Co. has been made with ex- 
traordinary shrewdness. It bears 
every evidence of having been 


carefully thought out and consid- — 


ered from every legal standpoint. 
It is inconceivable that no legal 
redress can e@st for an act of this 
character. Your committee, how- 
ever, has not had sufficient time in 
which to pursue the legal aspects 
of the case to be in position to def- 
initely indicate the line of proced- 
ure. The matter, however, should 
be studied carefully from this 
standpoint and the best legal talent 
of the city consulted. 

Political and Legal Remedies. 

The political line of action is 
very clear. If the Mayor has been 
guilty of malfeasance or derclict 
in the performance of his duty the 
citizens haye the power of recall. 
As the entire arrangement, witn 
the possible exception of the dis- 
missal of the Jefferson avenue 
franchise, is void, and béyond the 
power of the Mayor and City 
Counselor and other executive of- 
ficers of the city entering upon the 
arrangement, it is merely a ‘“‘gen- 
tlemen’s agreement” and not bind- 
ing On any succeeding officials. 
Were another Mavor to be in- 
stalled in office, he and his. Cily 
Counselor could immediately ig- 
nore the entire action taken and 
consider it null and void. The act 
was a dictatorial one, an executive 
invasion of the legislative power, 
not in conformity with the meth- 
od of procedure laid down by the 
laws governing the city. 

Any citizen can see that the 
present administration, having en- 
tered into this arrangement with 
the United Railways Co. and ap- 
parently feeling itself obligated to 
the United Railways Co., will ob- 
serve due diligence and will exer- 
cise all its powers in the execution 
of this agreement. It is equally 
clear that an administration not 
in sympathy with the agreement 
could be equally diligent and could 
exercise equal powers in nullify- 
ing the agreement. The choice is 
frankly presented to the citizens of 
determining whether they shall 
elect to continue an administration 
wholly in sympathy with this 
agreement, or will, on the con- 
trary, recall the Mayor and elect

HE average American citizen possibly has 
hazy ideas as to the names of 
the nts of the United States. To 
repeat correctly and in order the list of 
Washington's successors in the presiden- 
tial chair would probably stump nine out 
of 10 voters. 

Naturally, when such is the case regarding the men 
whom the electorate from time to time during the last 
130 years has chosen to be its rulers for periods of 
four years or more, and whose names are set forth 
in our histories and taught in all our schools, it could 


' hardly be expected that the American citizen of today 


would know very much concerning the sons of those 
Presidente. Yet no fimer examples can be 
found of inherited ability and intelligence. 
When a comparison is made with the members 
of reigning families in Europe the results seem 
startling. 

Of the 27 Presidents whom the United States 
has had since the inauguration of Washington 
in 1789, only one, James 
Buchanan, was ever 
married. President Cleve- 
land was a bachelor when 
elected, but was married 
during his first term. 
Presidents Jefferson, 
Jackson, Van Buren and 
Tyler were widowers. Of 
the 26 married Presidents, 
seven—Washineton, Mad- 
ison, Jackson, Polk, Fill- 
more and McKinley— 
were childless when their 
terms expired. The only 
living child of President 
Pierce, a son, was killed 
in a railroad accident 
in the presence of his pa- 
rents. 

Four others, Jefferson, 
Monroe, Johnson and 
Wilson, had only daugb- 
ters. Only 15 of the 27 
Presidents, or but little 
more than half, left sons. 
Of the 15 Presidents 
elected prior to the Ofvil 
War, only six, less than 
one-half, had sons; while 
nine of the 12 elected 
since 1861 have left sons 
at their terms’ end. 

Jobn Adams, our sec- 
ond President, left a son 
and two daughters. The 
son was John Quincy Ad- 
ams. He was successive- 
ly Minister to Holland, 
Russia, Prussia and Ep- 
gland; Congressman, Sen- 
ator, Secretary of State 
and then the. sixth Presi- 
dent. After his presiden- 
tial term ended in 1828 
he was again elected to 
Congress and continued 
to serve for 20 years, fi- 
nally suffering a parlytic 
stroke, at the age of 84, 
during roll call in the 
House of Representatives. 
He was a man of great 
ability and during his 
long service in Congress 


was respected by all par- HARRY A. GARFIELL 
ties. 


His gon, Charles Francis Adams, inherited the abil- 
ities of his father and grandfather. He was also a 
Congressman and was Minister to England for eight 
years. His three sons have been men of remarkable 
intellectuality, well known as authors and financiers. 

President Van Buren left two sons, both of whom 
became prominent lawyers in New York City. John 
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Abraham Lincoln and son, Robert Todd 
Lincoln.

Van Buren, the older, known as 
fine diplomatic talents. 

William Henry Harrison, ninth President, was him- 
self the son of Benjamin Harrison of Virginia, one of 
the signers of the Declaration of Independence. Presi- 
dent Harrison, who lived only one month after his 
inauguration, left several children. the only son among 
whom was John Scott Harrison. He was president 
of a college at North Bend, O., and served several 
terms in Congress. His oldest son, Benjamin Harri- 
son, entered the army in 1861 as a Second Lieutenant 
in the Seventieth Indiana Volunteers. He served 
throughout the war and was noted for his bravery. 
At the close he was mustered out as a Brigadier- 
General. He was very prominent in political life in 
Indiana for many years and was Senator from 188) 
to 1887, when he was elected President. 

He left a son and daughter. The son, Russell Har- 
rison, is a lawyer in Indianapolis. During the Spanisb- 
American War he was a Lieutenant-Colonel and served 
both in Cuba and Porto Rico. Aside from the Adams 
family, no other family in America has such a record 
of public service as that of the original Benjamin Har- 
rison. 

President Tyler was twice married. Robert Tyler. 
a son by bis first wife, was a lawyer of prominence in 
Alabama. He reached high military rank in the Con- 
federate army during the Civil War and was well 
known as an author. Lyon (iardiner Tyler, the young. 
er son, became interested, after the close of the Civil 
War, in the rebuilding of William and Mary College. 
He obtained considerable appropriations from the 
State of Virginia and many donations from individu- 
als. He was chosen its president, a position he stil! 
bolds, and the college, the se: ond oldest in the United 
States, is now in a flourishing condition. 

Gen. Zachary Taylor, the twelfth President, left one 
son and two daughters. Col. Richard Taylor, the son. 
was an officer of the United States army, but during 
the Civil War took sides with his native State, Lou- 
isiana, and fought throughout the war on the Soutb- 
ern side. President Taylor's oldest daughter married 
President Jefferson Davis of the Southern Confederacy, 
and among their descendants are some well-known 
New Yorkers. 

President Lincoln had three sons, two of whom died 
at the White House during the Civil War. Robert 
Lineoln, the oldest son, after serving during the lat- 
ter part of the war on the staff of Gen. Grant. became 
a lawyer in Chicago and held a number of public posi- 
tions in Illinois. President Garfield appointed him 
Secretary of War, which office he retained under Presi- 
dent Arthur. President Harrison appointed him Min- 
ister to England, where he remained four years. After

his return to the United States he became president of 


the Pullman Car Co., which position he retained until! 
his resignation two years ago. 

Gen. Grant, the eighteenth President, left three sons, 
of whom only the youngest, Jesse Grant, is now living. 
Frederick D. Grant, the oldest son, became a Major- 
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General of the United States army during the Spanish- 
American War, and as such was in command at Gov- 
ernor’s Island when he died in 1917. Nellie Grant, the 
only daughter, now Mrs. Sartoris, has téen for many 
years a resident of England. 

President Hayes left a sons. Webb C. Hayes, the 

of the Twenty-third Ohio Volun- 
in the Spanish War. He afterwards served five 
y in the Philippines and in China. He is now re- 
tired, living in Fremont, O. Birchard Hayes, the sec- 
end son, is a prominent lawyer in Toledo. 

President Garfield, the twentieth President, left 
James R. Garfield, the oldest, was Civil 
Service Commissioner under President Arthur, Com- 
missioner of Corporations under President Harrison 
and a member of the Cabinet of President Roosevelt 
as Secretary of the Interior. He is now practicing 
law im Cleveland. Harry A. Garfield was president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of Cleveland, and is now 
president of Williams College in Massachusetts. Dur- 
ing the last year, under appointment of President Wil- 


son, he filled the very important but extremely dif- 


ficult position of Fuel Administrator. Abram Gar- 
field, the youngest son, is an architect in Cleveland. 

President Arthur left one son, Chester Alan Arthur. 
President Grover Cleveland left one son, born after 
his father’s second term had expired. Richard Cleve- 
land is now serving his country with the army in 
France. 

The four sons of President Roosevelt are probably 
better known by name and fame to the entire Ameri- 
can people than any other men of their age. 
They are serving the country most nobly and 
already at terrible cost. Quentin Roosevelt 
had the honor of being the first son of a Presi- 
dent of the United States to be killed while 
fighting for his country. . 

The sons of President Taft are also in the 
service of their coun- 
try. 


It will be noticed that 
without exception the 
sons of our Presidents 
have been men of abil- 
ity, intelligence and 
high character. Most of 
them have become 
prominent in public life 
and have risen to high 
positions, whicb in 
every case they have 
filled with credit to 
themselves and honor 
and benefit to their 
country. One of them 
has been President in 
his turn. They have 
been Ministers to for- 
eign countries, includ- 
ing in each case, Great 
Britain. Two have been 
members of the Cabinet 
and four have served 
terms in the Senate or 
House of Representa- 
tives. 


Two of them are now 
well-known presidents 
of colleges. Ten of 
them have been promi- 
nent and successful 
lawyers, two have been 
authors and one is a 
prominent architect. 


Patriotism and love 
of country has been 
forcibly shown among 
these sons. Twelve of 
them have served or are 
now among those serv- 
ing in the army of their 
country, and two others 
fought on the side of the 
South.

How Capricious Fortune Fluttered the Gates Millions 
- Down Into Hands of 16-Year-Old Schoolgirl - 


HE eccentric manner in which great for- 
tunes sometimes flit from one ownership 
to another is strikingly exemplified in 
the case of the Gates millions. When the 
late John W. Gates, in his tempestuous 
career of battle, was conquering his way 
upwards from barbed wire to steel and 
oil, when he was phinging in Wall street and stripping 
the scalps from other redoubtable financiers, when his 
spectacular and adventurous temper was summed up 
in his raucous challenge of “‘Bet you a million!’ he 
had little idea that his multiple millions, won in the 


smoke and stress of combat, would eventually flutter . 


down into the hands of a simple little schoolgirl of 16. 


Yet this is what has happened, through a train of 
circumstafices perhaps unforeseen by him. When Gates 
died at Paris, on Aug. 9, 1911, he I¢ft his fortune in 
trust for his wife, Mrs. Dellora R. Gates, who had al- 
ways taken an active interest in the.vast financial 
interests of her husband, and for their son, Charles G. 
Gates. In the natural course of events, the whole 
estate would in time have descended to the son. But 
the latter died of apoplexy in 1913 while boarding his 
private car at Cody, Wyo., where he had gone on a 
hunting trip in search of health. The entire fortune 
thus came into the possession of his mother. 


it happened that Mrs. Gates had had a belove.l 
sister. Mrs. R. F. Angell of St. Charles, [ll., who died 
about seven years ago, leaving a daughter, Dellora 
Frances Angell, who was named after Mrs. Gates. This 
child Mrs. Gates took into her home in New York 
and grew to love for her own sake as well as for that 
of her dead mother. 

When Mrs. Gates died in New York on Nov. 28. 
last. and her will was submitted for probate, it was 
found that she had left $500,000 to her brother, Edward 
J. Baker of St. Charles, [ll., and sums to some 
50 other legatees totaling, together with Bak- lt 
er’s share, about $1,300,000. The remainder of 
her fortune was left. in trust to her favorite 
niece, Miss Angell, with provisions that the 
money shall gradually come into her posses- 
sion until, at the age of 40, it all will be entirely 
under her control. 7 

When John W. Gates died his estate was esti- 
mated at between $30,000,000 and $40,000,000. 
Since then it has alternately increased and de- 
creased until nobody but the trustees has any 
accurate knowledge of its value. Much of the 
property is on oil fields in the Southwest, and 
it isnot unreasonable to believe thatthe fortune 
is even larger today than it was in 1911. Thus, 
Miss Dellora Frances Angell becomes one of 
the wealthiest schoolgirls in America.

Lieutenant-Colonel Fred T. Murphy, who 
departed as head of Unit 21, has been made 
head of the medical and surgical supply de- 
partment of the Red Cross; Dr. Sidney 
Schwab, specialist in nervous diseases, 
has been in charge of a hospital devoted 
solely to shell-shock cases, and Dr. Bor 
den Veeder has been promoted to Major in 
command of the unit at Rouen. 

In addition to physicians and surgeons, 
the dentists of St. Louis and Missouri 
generally were on record early with ten- 
ders of aid, whenever it was desired. The 
St. Louis Dental Society, which includes 
in its membership a large majority of the 
practicing dentists of the city, sent 69 to 
the service, but has no record of the num- 
ber ordered abroad. The report of the 
national organization, made a few months 
azo, placed the number for the entire 
country at 5983. most of whom were as- 
siened to the training camps on this side. 
Of the St. Louis contingent only one fig- 
ured in the casualty records.

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ISCIPLES of Aesculapius and 
Hippocrates played a most im- 
portant role in the greatest of 
all wars. Doctors, surgeons 
and specialists, representing 
every branch of medicine and 
surgery, willingly closed up 
their offices, turned over their patients to 
brethren of the profession, and offered their 
services, in obdience to the call of humanity. 

Medicos whose earning power ran all the 
way from $20 to $100 per day, and some far 
beyond the latter figure, sent in their names, knowing 
in advance that a majorship and the limited salary at- 
tached thereto would be about the most exalted lot they 
could expect. Other of the younger M. D.'s reached 


- for captaincies and did not falter when they grasped 


only the grade of Lieutenant. At no time was there 
any scarcity of medical and surgical skill, so far as this 
country was concerned. 


St. Louis stood up well under this drastic test. Doc- 
tors with large, lucrative practices offered their serv- 


‘fees to be sent wherever they were most needed and 
~ that they were greatly in demand is shown by the 


very considerable number who were accepted for duty, 
overseas and in the great cantonments throughout the 
Even before the United States accepted 
the gage of battle forced upon it by the Kaiser.and his 
piratical crew, doctors here and in fact everywhere 
througMout the country announced their willingness 
to give their best to the suffering French, British\and 
other allied soldiers who bore the brunt of the early 
fighting to check the onrushing Prussians. France and 
England received these pecttere of help with unfeigned 
delight. 


Under the standard of the Red Cross Vou flocked — 


into France from every part of this country, with 
medicine chests, surgical appliances and everything 
else needed to correct, as far as possible, the woe 
and suffering incident to modern warfare. There 
was the great opportunity to save the lives of brave 
men and lessen the torture of wounds received in a 
cause that concerned the American people as much 
as it did the allied Powers. And when the history 
of the war shall have been written, the service given 
by American doctors and nurses will vie with the 
most notable achievements of the comamnders on the 
battle fronts. 


From the beginning to the end of hostilities Mis- 
souri offered the services of 1499 doctors, including 
496 volunteers from the St. Louis medical ranks. Of 
the total number only about 25 per cent were 
gent overseas. The others went to various camps and 
some went on the reserve list, to go wherever and 
whenever called. The records of the State Medical So- 
ciety place the total number at 1499, and theys also 
show that a very large majority were assigned to the 
‘amps and reserves. They do not profess to give the 
exact number sent abroad, as the censorship, which 
was only recently relaxed, would not permit the pub- 
lication of such information, even in the medical jour. 
nals.. The St. Louis Medical Society furnished 317 ot 
the whole number, or more than one-fifth. 


Of the representation sent abroad from Missouri, five 
perished from wounds received in discharge of duty. 
Ali of these were from points outside of St. Louis. The 
first to give up his life was Lieut. William T. Fitz- 
simmons, a young physician of Kansas City, who 
went over with the Harvard University unit. While 
dressing the wounds of soldiers in one of the hos- 
pitals back of the lines in France, he was struck by 
a shell dropped from a bombing plane and was almost 
instantly killed. This was reported as a deliberate 
attack by the Germans on a hospital that was unmis- 
takably marked. 


The last of the doctors of the Missouri medical or- 
ganization to make the supreme sacrifice was Lieut. 
W. A. Fair of Pleasant Hill, killed on the Argonne front 
Oct. 6, 1918. While going to the rescue of Capt. Harry B. 
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Leading physicians with establ ished practices close 
their offices to answer the call of humanity—Incomes

McPherson of the Twentieth Engineers, who was 
wounded, Lieut. Fair was struck by a volley of ma- 
chine-gun bullets and instantly killed. When his 
body was picked up a Croix de Guerre was found in 
his wallet, The other Missouri doctors killed in action 
were Lieut. Leroy R. Boutwell of Kirkwood, Charles 
R. Long of Sedalia and Frank V. Frazier of Alte- 


mont. Four more died of illness contracted in the 
service. None of these was among the St. Louis vol- 
unteers. 


Two noted women physicians were among the St. 
Louis volunteers,-and both were sent abroad. One was 
Dr. Elizabeth Reed, who closed her office and aban- 
doned a large practice among children, and the other 
was Dr. Isabel Gray, who went over as an anesthetist, 
and who has been kept constantly employed ever since 
she reached France. She is now stationed at one of 
the base hospitals, where she is still administering 
chloroform and ether in connection with capital op- 
eration. Dr. Reed announced when she left that she 
expected to remain after the war and give her atten- 


tion to children suffering from neglect accruing from 
the war. 


Among the first of the St. Louis doctors to go over 
were Drs. Malvern B. Clopton and Scott Heuer, who 
Saw 
1916. Both of these physicians served in French hos- 
itals and when the United States entered the war both 
immediately volunteered and were accepted. Dr. Clop- 
ton accompanied the Washington University unit with 
a commission as Major and Dr. Heuer was a Captain 
at the Second Northern General Hospital, Leeds, En- 
Dr. Clopton has remained with the unit and 
participated in many operations at the Rouen station 
when the university unit was made Hospital No. 12 
and given the task of converting a race track into a 
hospital. This institution handled thousands of cases, 
and though Rouen was visited repeatedly by German 
aerial raiders, the buildings sheltering the wounded 
escaped the bombs. 


The first organized body from St. Louis for service 
abroad was Unit No. 21, 


supplied by Barnes Hospital 
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service under the auspices of the Red Cross in.

and Washington University, which left here 
May 17, 1917, a little over a month after the 
United States joined the allies. This unit 
went completely organized in every detail. 
Dr. Fred T. Murphy was in charge of the 
medical section, assisted by Drs. Clopton, 
Nathaniel Allison, Walter Fischel!l, B. 5. 
Veeder and Eugene L. Opie, all ranking as 
Majors. The .doctors going as Captains were 
Sidney I. Schwab, L. T. Post, C. H. Eyer- 
man, Hugh McCulloch, W. R. Rainey, W. S. 
Thomas, R. M. Spivey, Alan M. Shesney, 
Edwin C. Ernst and H. M. Young. A number of 
sounger doctors went as Lieutenants. 

The nurses were in charge of Miss Julia Stimson, 
whose work at Rouen won her the appointment as 
chief army nurse of France and placed her in direct 
charge of an organization of 8000 nurses stationed: in 
all parts of the war zone. When this organization 
went abroad, it was stationed for sofie time at Black- 
pool, England, and was then ordered to Rouen. Its 
worth was appreciated, as was shown when its per- 
sonnel was repeatedly drawn upon for new organiza- 
tions. Shortly after its arrival overseas Dr. Murphy 
was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colone!. 

Two of the volunteers from the St. Louis Medical 
Society had the misfortune to be taken prisoners when 
the Huns broke through the British lines in the great 
offensive of March 21, 1918. The victims were Dr. 
John F. Hardesty of 3206 California avenue and Dr. 
Arthur H. Sewing, 2349 St. Louis avenue. They were 
taken to one of the German prisons, and it was many 
months before their anxious relatives and friends could 
getsany further information. They were then serving 
with the English army and were treating wounded sol- 
diers, when the advancing Germans took them in 
charge and ordered their removal to prison. Both doc- 
tors had the rank of Captain and the Germans sent 
them to an officers’ prison. 

Another St. Louis physician who got into the war 
early was Dr. Edgar F. Schmiiz of 5385 Waterman ave- 
nue. When the war began he was in Vienna and wit- 
nessed the excitement attending the mobilization. He 
then went to London via Berlin. He entered the serv- 
ice in June, 1917, with the rank of Lieutenant, and 
was assigned to a first-aid station back of the British 
lines. He was constantly employed, as the fighting 
was at all times sanguinary. He accompanied his di- 
vision in the drive on the Hindenburg line and was in 
the sector where the Germans launched the drive last 
Easter. Here he was cut off from his army for four 
days by reason of staying back to dress the wounds of 
the fallen soldiers, instead of going with the retreat. 
For this service he received a special: mention from 
the Major-General in charge of the division. tie was 
later awarded the British Military Cross for ‘devotion 
to duty in attending wounded under heavy fire.’ Last 
July he was called to the American army and assigned 
to an evacuation hospital back of the American lines. 
He was also promoted to the rank of Captain. 

A most important assignment was that given Dr. 
Virgil Loeb, another of the St. Louis doctors whose 
proffer of aid was eagerly accepted., Ranking .as 
Captain, he is at present in charge of Maxillo facial 
surgery in the hospitals of the Mesves center, France. 
These institutions have 20,000 beds and specialize in 
the treatment of shell and gunshot wounds of the 
face. As there are thousands of American, French and 
British soldiers under treatment in these hospitals and 
as the process of treating the wounds is necessarily 
slow, it is expected that Dr. Loeb will be required to 
remain abroad for some time. 


Dr. P. A. Schaeffer, formerly dean of the Washington 
University Medical School and instructor in chemistry, 
is in charge of the nutrition of the entire gypeditionary 
force. He fixes the soldiers’ diet and sees that their 
food is properly balanced. His headquarters are at 
the central laboratory, at Dijon, France.

Heber Jeddy Grant now occupies the 
First President’s chair of supremacy, 
made vacant in mid-November last by 
the taking off of the rugged and defi- 
antly  bellico octogenarian, Joseph 
Fielding Smith. 

Grant is the first native son of Utah 
to be elevated to the Mormon presidency. 
He is a figure of force and direction. If 
there were such a thing. as a Quorum of 
Twelve in business, he might easily have 
attained a place in it, for his interests 
are as widely diversified as they are 
prosperous. He is president of a bank, 
head of a lumber company, director of 
woolen mills and active in insurance. 
In politics he has served in the uppéT 
house of the territorial Legislature and

The 
seventh in the line of proph- 
ets, Grant, stands out with 
what may be called a sturdy 
masculine pulchritudinousness 
with respect to whiskers.

In the meantime, with two 
counsellors of his own selection, chosen from among 
the Apostles, the First President will function large 
as the fountain head of the sect, and pass along to 
the Mormon world whatever prophetic visions he may 
discern; for, according to the tenets, the triple title 
o: Prophet, Seer and Revelator is in no sense merely 
perfunctory, but is bestowed in the full Mormon be- 
lief that it truly represents the powers of him that 
bears it. 

From the time that followers of the original head 
of the sect, taking the overland trail to @ new coun- 
try in 1848, halted their oxteams at Fort Utah and set 
up a community, to the present day, there have been 
“only half a dozen regularly chosen prophets. 

The original Joe Smith wasn’t elected. He an- 
nounced himself. He pretended to have dug up the 
plates of a golden bible, with silver-bowed spectacles 
of supernatural quality, lying alongside, ready to 
be slipped on the nose. With these glasses he read 
the revelations, which he afterward dictated to a black- 
smith and which were made into the Book of Mormon. 
Then the golden pages and the specs were wafted 
away. Joe had been a well digger and a retail dealer 
in hops before this episode. He quit both lines to 
become a prophet. 

Sidney Rignon, who came after him, was a Pitts- 
burg printer who delighted in cross-word puzzles, re- 
buses and things mystical. One day he threw up his 
job atid joined the Smith -party. 

Brigham Young, a New England painter and gla- 
zier of great physical vigor and resourceful mentality, 
the real organizer of the sect. He dominated the

been to Japan in the interest of the sect and spent 
some time in Mexico and South America, He was del- 
egate to the international conference on hygiene in 
Nuremberg. 

When one considers the record of his predecessors 
in the polygamous field, Grant does not bulk large as 
a multiple husband. Counting“ his first, or legal, wife, 
now dead, his total of three helpmeets and 13 children, 
all girls, seems scarcely worthy of mention. 

If the information has come through correctly, 
Prophet Smith. was survived by a quintet of Mrs. 
Smiths, as well as by 43 children, and, by the unofficial 
canvass, 91 grandchildren. 

Brigham Young, accepting the dogma of the sect as 
nothing less than a command, and living in a time 
before the enactment of laws against having more 
than one wife at one time, made marrying as it was 
und@rstood in Utah at the time, both a habit and a 
custom. 

His accumulation of Mrs. Brigham Youngs was 
shady and progressive. The wedding bells rang out 
for him time and again. It was a facetious saying 
among the flippant Gentiles in Salt Lake City that 
when the bells rang if it wasn’t a fire it was sure to 
be another orange blossom occasion for Daddy Young. 
The final notation at the vital statistics registrar's 
showed Brigham Young to be the lord and master 
over 25 wives and thecfather of a brood which, when 
al: in corral, numbered 40.

When Brigham Young's brides had passed the 
first dozen and began to grow so numerous that . 
their photographs filled about all the oval spaces 
in the plush album with the ornamental brass 
clasp, he arranged to group as many as could be 
accommodated under one roof. This house, 
which is on Brfgham' street, is called the Bee- 
hive. It is a large dwelling of plain exterior, with — 
upper and lower piazzas. A few blocks away he 
established another private residence, which is 

known as the Lion House, | 
,where the matrimonial 
overflow of the Beehive 
was domiciled. | 

There is nothing in the 
story that the name Lion 
was suggested because of 
the likelihood of there be- 
ing much growling therein. 

Brigham Young had his 
peculiarities, but he wasn't 
frivelous. He had no cozy 
corners in either house. 

On warms afternoons 
some of the wives usually 
drew their rockers out on 
the piazzas and worked at 
tatting or fancy crochet; while waiting for pa to come 
home from the office. No one could tell whether he 
would sit down to corned beef and cabbage. with one, 
drop into chicken dinner with another, of what ‘he 
would do. Under perfectly statutory and normal con- 
ditions, one husband frequently manages to keep his 
one and only wife guessing. What -possibilities were 
open to Young in this respect anyone may figure. 

The Mormon organization is made up of units of 
70, which are called the ‘“‘seventies.” There are seven 
presidents of the seventies and 70 elders in each unit 
and 140 societies outside of the elders. \ 

Such of these society mémbers, or members of the 
‘seventies,’ as contracted plural marriages, naturally 
had one or more or several homes and pairs of house 
slippers. A Mormon with a number -of helpings of 
helpmeets could take almost any carline $ut from the 
four corners and find a welcome at the end of the run. 
So far as anyone is permitted to know, it never has 
been the custom for a much-married Mormon fo call 
up all the sundry wives whenever he found it impossi- 
ble to get away from business in time for dinner. 

Nearly all of the Mormon Prophets were successful 
in business. They managed to accumulate fortunes, 
in spite of the fact that they were under naturally 
heavy expenses, incident to the upkeep of their house- 
holds and the paymegt of grocery and drygoods bills. 
Brigham Young’s estate was estimated at $2,000,000. 
He wasn’t exactly a tightwad, but he didn't go im 
much for a splurge. The Mrs. Smiths weren't makers 
of a smart set, and Young wouldn't tolerate anything 
like a competition among them in millinery and dress 
finery. 

The Mormon institution,gon its purely financial 
and business sides is on a substantial foundation. Its 
corporate holdings of property are worth many mil- 
lions of dollars. It owns hotels, theaters and busi- 
ness blocks and is interested in any number of other 
ventures. 

All the Mormon business investments are in a trust. 
The First President, by virtue of his office, is trustee 
of the trust. Itah financiers, both inside and out- 
side the Mormon sect, believe that Heber Jeddy Grant 
has demonstrated in his own private affairs his ability 
to make as fine a showing as an administrator ag did 
Brigham Young.
